Aides: Praises Zionism

NEW YORK (NJP) — Jewish- 
born film star and movie pro- 
ducer Kirk Douglas said in a TV 
interview that he had “many 
mixed feelings” toward Germans, 
but had no reluctance about hir- 
ing former Nazi officers for his 
production staff. 

Appearing on the “Mike Wal- 
lace Interview” which was filmed 
on a movie location in Munich, 
Germany, Douglas said _ that, 
having worked in Germany for 
several months and having vis- 
ited the concentration camp at 
Dachau, he found himself “very 
often resentful, very bitter.” 


BUT, HE ADDED in the inter- 
view telecast Saturday (Nov. 2), 
he had also “run into some very 
wonderful people I have enjoyed 
working with.” 

As for hiring ex-Nazis, Doug- 
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las commented: “I like to feel 
the war is over. We are at peace, 
working together. Otherwise, 
there is no use in my being 
here” (in Germany). “If I came 
over here as a private detective 
agency of my own to personally 
investigate each person, I would 
never be able to make a movie.” 

As for communism, Douglas 
stated that he would not know- 
ingly hire a Communist because 
“Communistie doctrine seems to 
be completely diametrically op- 
posed to the American pcint of 
view.” 


BUT HE ADDED that he saw 
no reason why an actor who had 
flirted with communism as “an 
interesting philosophy” in the 
late 1930’s or early 1940’s and 
had later admitted his error, 
“should be deprived of means of 
earning a livelihood in movies 
or any other field.” 

Other Douglas comments: 

On Zionism: “I think Israel 
represents the last bulwark of 
the kind of country that Amer- 
ica was at its first beginnings. 
I am in favor of Zionism.” 

On being a movie star: He ad- 
mitted that he liked the adulation 
(“I must confess that if suddenly 
tomorrow I walked down the 
street and no one recognized me 
or knew who I was, I don’t 
think I'd like it”). But he re- 
gretted the lack of privacy: 
“You’re big business .. . I think 
it becomes sort of a monster... 
; Here I am on your (Wallace’s) 
| program while you are sort of 
| dissecting me. Whatever fame I 
| have achieved has gotten me into 
this.”

TEL AVIV (NJP) — PRIME 
MINISTER Ben-Gurion has for 
the first time disclosed the fact 
there is some depression in Is- 
rael’s kibbutzim and desertion 
from them.

Ben-Gurion added that in his 
opinion “the main task facing 
the kibbutz is to safeguard its 
ideological independence. But 
care must be taken that the 
kibbutz way of life not become 
an arid routine or be bogged 
down in theory and polemics.”

BROOKLYN, N. Y. (NJP)— 
ISRAEL HAS a new “Shema 
Yisrael.” 

The new “Shema” was pro- 
claimed by President Itzhak 
Ben-Zvi and Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion during the 
Maccabiah Games in September, 
but news of the proclamation was 
not released to the world, and 
reporters for the Jewish Tele- 
graph Agency, the Day-Morning 
Journal ang the Forward were 
forbidden to mention it. 

This information was published 
here this month in Der Yid, 
ultra-Orthodox, anti-Israel pub- 
lication. 

The new “Shema,” says Der 
Yid, is recited as _ follows: 
“Shema Yisrael, Yisrael Goraleiny 
Yisrael] Ehad.” (Hear O Israel, 
Israel is our lot, Israel is 
one.) 

AT FIRST, Der Yid continues, 
not even the Israeli press men- 
tioned the new “Shema,” but 
Hamaariv spoiled the secret, ran 
a full story on its front page, 
and then the other newspapers 
were forced to mention it, 
although they still buried it. 

Commenting editorially, Der 
Yid says: “It is difficult to com- 
ment in a newspaper article and 
truly express ‘oneself on the 
fear-provoking hutzpa of the 
faith breakers who have gone 
so far as to remove every Jewish 
point from the people Israel.

BUFFALO, N. Y. (NJP)— 
Gerda Weissman was a young 
warm-hearted girl of 15 on that 
fateful day of September 3, 1939, 
the day German troops marched 
into her home town of Bielitz, 
Poland, a small town 20 miles 
east of the Czechoslovakian fron- 
tier. Up until that day, she had 
Jed a happy life, as a daughter of 
middle-class Jewish parents. 

Julius and Helene Weissman, 
Gerda’s parents, belonged to the 
Conservative temple, one of sev- 
eral synagogues in the commun- 
ity. A Hebrew teacher came reg- 
ularly to their home to give in- 


structions in Judaism; her 
mother was an active member 
of WIZO (Women’s _Interna- 


tional Zionist Organization); 
there were summer vacations in 
the Carpathian mountains. 


ALL THIS came to an abrupt 
end on that September morning 
as the cry of “Heil Hitler!” came 
from the streets. 

The events and experiences 
that followed from that day, 
fantastic and crue] as they were, 
are told in a moving and beauti- 
fully written first book by Gerda 
Weissman Klein, “All But My 
Life’ published by Hill and

WITHIN THREE years after 
the occupation of Bielitz by the 
Nazis, Gerda found herself alone 
in the world—her eyes had wit- 
nessed her brother, Arthur, 19, 
forced into a labor batallion 
Shortly after the occupation, 
later to escape to an unknown 
fate; her parents herded off to 
separate concentration camps 
never to be heard of again... 
“Be strong, Gerda. Be strong.” 

Trained in textile work after 
having been purchased in a slave 
market, Gerda’s skill takes her 
from one slave labor factory to 
another and into several con- 
centration camps, 

In late January, 1945, Gerda 
became a part of a human sea 
of walking women—4,000 slave 
girls were assembled at Grun- 
berg, Germany — Hungarians, 
Poles, Germans, Czechs ang other 
survivors of various camps. For 
four months the girls marched 
through snow, blizzards and 
rough terrain. The roads that 
they followed through hamlets, 
cities, and fields were strewn 
with the dead or the dying. 


EACH DAY brought death to 
the weaker, either by hunger or 
by frost or beatings by’ the SS 
men that guarded them. After 
1000 miles of marching, Gerda, 
sick with pneumonia and typhus, 
her feet frozen, found herself 
with 120 pitiful survivors of the 
“death march.” Their trek had 
ended in Czechoslovakia, near 
the junction of the Austrian- 
German-Czech borders. 

On Liberation Day, May 8, 
1945, one of the first soldiers of 
the Sth U. S. Infantry Division 
to approach Gerda was 2d Lt.

ON A TOUR of the South, Simon Weber, of 
the Forward, visited ‘Little Rock and found that the 
Jewish community had not taken an official posi- 
tion with regard to school integration, but that 
leaders like ‘the Reform rabbi, Dr. Ira Sanders, 
were working with others toward the maintenance 
of law and order.. The Jewish population of Little 
Rock is 1,400, approximately 1 per cent of the total 
population. 

Weber learned that Dr. Sanders, for 31 years 
with Temple B'nai Israel, enjoys the esteem of the 
entire community and is also greatly admired by 
his traditionalist colleague, young Rabbi Irwin 
Groner. The latter had a complaint: National Jew- 
ish institutions do little, he said, for small Jewish 
communities. Hardly ever does a representative 
visit the city; but when Little-Rock sprang into the 
news, every Jewish group sent a delegation down, 
not to offer help to the synagogues but to satisfy 
its curiosity. 
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Broker Sells to Jew, 
License Is Revoked 


MIAMI (NJP)—A REAL ES- 
TATE BROKER whose license 
was revoked by the Florida real 
estate commission because he 
sold property to a Jew against 
the wishes of the owner has in- 
dicated his intention to carry the 
issue to the highest court in 
Florida and to federal jurisdic- 
tion if necessary. 

Duncan MacGregor has filed 
an appeal with the Florida State 
Supreme Court. A “friend of 
the court” brief on his behalf 
has been filed by the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B’nai B'rith. 

The commission acted when 
the seller, H. K. Allard, charged 
MacGregor with concluding the 
sale despite the agent’s knowl- 
edge that Allard had previously 
restricted the sale to Christians 
only. MacGregor was _ also 
charged with misrepresenting 
the purchaser as being Chris- 
tian. 

“IMPLICIT IN SUCH restric- 
tions 6n the sale of real estate 
property arising solely from the 
religious affiliation of the pur- 





chaser is the anti-democratic 
and false doctrine that undesir- 
able social traits are an attri- 
bute, not of the individual, but 
of an entire religious group,’ 
said ADL regional director Nate 
Perlmutter in explaining the 
ADL’s reason for taking part in 
the case. 

The ADL’s brief written by 
Judge Sam I. Silver alleged that 
“the sole factor that gave rise 
to the seller’s complaint was his 
discovery that the purchaser was 
a person of the Jewish faith.” 

If the license revocation is 
upheld, it continued, “the state 
will be putting itself in the posi- 
tion of warning all other hold- 
ers of state real estate brokers’ 
licenses that they must comply 
with similar discriminatory re- 
ligious restrictions or _ suffer 
severe financial punishment.” 

The brief cited a US Supreme 
Court decision barring states 
from enforcing restrictive cov- 
enants and sections of the Flo- 
rida state constitution upholding 
the right of religious freedom.

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Kashrut Fight 
Re-Erupts 
In Miami

MIAMI, Fla. (NJP) — The 
battle over kosher meat in su- 
permarkets erupted here again 
this week. 

AN OFFICIAL of the Greater 
Miami United Balabatim Vaad 
Hakashrut charged that Food 
Fair stores had reneged on a 
“gentleman’s agreement” on 
selling poultry in stores other 
than the three kosher markets 
under Vaad_ supervision — in- 
cluding non-kosher stores. 

A full-page ad appeared in 
local papers this week announc- 
ing that kosher poultry would 
be available at almost all Food 
Fair stores. The ad further ad- 
vised readers that the kosher 
poultry would be sold to the 
wholesale trade. 

Philip Weiss, president, told 
The POST and OPINION: “We 
were shocked when we read the 
ad. We had not been notified 
by Food Fair officials that the 
ad would appear. 

WEISS POINTED out that 
the Vaad had a “gentlemen’s 
agreement” on two points with 
Food Fair: 

VV That Food Fair stores 
do not enter into the 
wholesale end of the poul- 
try business—other than 


to supply their three 
kosher markets. 
Vv That Food Fair stores 


agree not to place kosher 
poultry in  non- kosher 
markets. 

At a meeting of all Orthodox 
rabbis and the general member- 
ship this week, the Vaad went 
on record “not to supervise the 
killing of chickens for wholesale 
trade, or sanction the sale of 
kosher chickens in the non- 
kosher markets.” 

WEISS INFORMED The POST 
and OPINION that since the 
“no-sanction” order the kosher 
chickens have not appeared in 
non-kosher markets. 

However, Danny Weinstein, 
Food Fair official, told The POST 
and OPINION that the poultry 
“is being placed in other mar- 
kets and the kosher chickens 
will be sold in other Food Fair 
stores.” 

The Vaad is the only Ortho- 
dox agency supervising Kash- 
rut in the Greater Miami com- 
munity.

‘Ein Hod, Artists’ Village, Suffers From Israeli Plight: Lack of Money 


By JOSEPH GALE 

The plight of Ein Hod, the artists’ village in 
the Carmel Hills, is the plight of Israel: <A des- 
perate and despairing need of money, But where 
jn Israel’s case practically no substitutes will do, 
Ein Hod will gratefully accept paints, brushes, 
equipment, or any other articles designed to make 
., life “and work simpler and easier 
® to achieve. 

This is the major piece of in-

It 
is inhabited by about 70 artists, some of whom 
live there with their families permanently. Others 
stay only during the warmer months, while still 
others are week-enders. (Janco happened to men- 
tion that the Ein Hodites belong to the Associa- 








tion of Israel Artists, Sculptors and Painters, which 
has about 400 members, somewhat more than half 
the artists working in Israel today. This would 
mean that one artisan seeks to make his living by 
art alone out of every 2,313 citizens, to say nothing 
of countless professionals of the occasional variety.) 


AMID SUCH CULTURAL CONGESTION, Ein 
Hod flourishes as a flower in the desert, with a 
synagogue, restaurant, guest quarters, recreation 
rooms, and a gallery for the convenience of every- 
one. In the ojanning and building stage are ac- 
commodations and classrooms for summer-school 
seminars and for tourists, and workshops designed 
for woodcarvers, goldsmiths, tapestry makers, 
weavers, ceramicists and lithographers. 


Though aspects of the village are co-operative, 
thus benefiting all, and there are other sources of 
revenue, the mayor and partisans of Ein Hod feel 
—and rightly so—that the produce of their colony 
should stand on its own right and deserves the at- 
tention of purchasing audiences. 


The show in New York, which is now in the 
possession of Miss Ansen for exhibit anywhere, 
drew some searching comment from Janco, who 
wondered if people realized that every square inch 
of canvas on the walls was for sale. Receipts from 
the show are important, he emphasized, since 
funds thus gained will buy the necessities of ar- 
tistic life—and in Israel it is not merely a question 
of having no money, but of there being no native 
industries which manufacture the materials artists 
require.

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Israel Railroads on Right Track’ 


By LILLIAN LEVY 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)— 
“Israel ig the only country in 
the world has no railroad link 
with neighboring countries.” 

The Director General of Is- 
rael’s railroads, Menachem Savi- 
dor, told The POST “this unique 
characteristic of Israel’s_rail- 
roads is merely another conse- 
quence of the continued sense- 
less hostility of her neighbor 
Arab states.” 


“BECAUSE OF this,” said Di- 
rector Savidor, who has just 
completed a study of American 
railroading on an ICA ex- 
change, “I am the only director 
in the world who must con- 
stantly be concerned with the 
security as well as the ordinary 
safety of my passengers.” 

His record of 12 years of dis- 
tinguished service as an army 
officer (six with the British 
army and six with the Israel 
army) is eloquent testimony” to 
his ability to handle his rail- 
road’s “security” problems. 

Should peace eome to the Mid- 
dle East, Israel’s railroads would 
become a major factor in the 
new outlets of trade that would 
follow and would operate with 
a profit within a year, according 
to Savidor. 

However, Savidor states posi- 
tively that even without peace, 
the railroads of his country will 
show a profit within four or five 
years or “just as soon as tracks 
and rolling stock will be used to 
their full capacity.” 


WHEN SAVIDOR took over 
the railroads, most of the loco- 
motives were powered by steam. 
There still remain 21 steam loco- 
motives, but he purchased three 
diesel locomotives last month 
from the U. S. ang by Israel’s 
10th anniversary, her railroads 
will be completely dieselized. 

Freight carried on _ Israel's 
railroads has doubled’ under 
Savidor’s direction and passen- 
ger travel has tripled. Savidor 
predicts that while railroading 
may decline in other countries. 
it is the one transportation -sys- 
tem ideally suited to Israel 

His explanation: “Israel has 
neither the room nor the money 
to invest into wide highways 
such as you have here in the 
United States. Consequently, 
automobile purchase ang use will 
be limited, mostly because this 
form of travel can in no way 
compete with the railroads for 
comfort, speed, economy.” 
Travel by railroad in Israel is 
the most reasonable way to 
travel, Savidor says. His studies 
proved to him that “Israel’s rail- 
road fares are the lowest in the 
world,” and the quality of her 
passenger. cars and _ coaches 
“compares favorably with those 
used in Europe and the U. S.” 

HEADING THE list of com- 
plaints against the railroads In 
Israel is that they don’t always 
run on time. Director Savidor 
has managed to cut tardiness 
from 41 to 17 per cent. 

Savidor said “Comparing the 
tremendous tracks, the facilities 
here with those we have in Is- 
rael, I now have a superiority 
complex. If trains can be late 
here, then a margin for such 
tardiness in Israel can certainly 
be excused.” 

WHAT ARE some of the goals 
Savidor is aiming towards in 
making JIsrael’s railroads mod- 
ern and efficient? He hopes to 
increase the tracks to 700 miles 
by 1962 from their present 420 
miles. Israel is only 450 miles 
from one end to the other. 

Israel needs more safety sig- 
nals, Her freight trains are 
without | air-brakes~ and — this 


means the motor power cannot 
be fully utilized. Heavier and 
larger trains and rail-cars will 
mean greater and more efficient 
use of tracks; this, in turn, will 
mean more freight carriage of 
citrus fruits, potash, phosphate, 
cement, grain and lumber. 

Strangely enough, Savidor 
looks toward the day when his 
railroads will lose the freight 
traffic business in oil brought 
by his trains to the Haifa re- 
finery. This will occur’ upon. 
completion of the little pipe-line 
and Savidor told The POST, 
“This is the way I like to lose 
business for the railroads; for 
in this way the economy of my 
country is strengthened by sav- 
ing both time and money.” The 
trains would continue to carry 
the refined oil from Haifa to 
points of distribution. 


SAVIDOR DEALS with nine 
unions, which in number as well 
as bargaining ability compare to 
the 26 unions United States’ rail- 
roads must handle. He has had 
no strikes and the rank and file 
employees enjoy better condi-

tions and wages than most other 
civil servants in Israel. 

His tour of railroads here in- 
cluded the Denver and Rio 
Grande lines, the Northwest Pa- 
cific, the Southern Pacific and 
the New York Central.

WASHINGTON (NJP) — Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles has been called upon to 
uphold the civil status of Jews 
as a religious faith not a na- 
tionality, by Clarencé L. Cole- 
man, president of the American 
Council for Judaism.

Once more the writings of 
the German rabbi who _ pro- 
elaimed the supremacy of Torah 
when “enlightened” Jews were 
seeking escape from its hege- 
mony are presented to the Eng- 
lish reader.

Great Jearning, piety, and ra- 
tionality mark all of Hirsch’s 
works; doubts are resolved and 
misconceptions cleared. However, 
since he writes in a somewhat 
rarefied atmosphere, it might 
have been better had the trans- 
lation been less literal, and his 
ideas abridged and popularized 
for the youth rather than the 
homilist. Such renderings as 
“Leave for yourself’ for “Lech 
lecha” hardly improve the bibli- 
cal text. But in its entirety the 
book provides so valued a cor- 
pus of information and inspira- 
tion that it still may be com- 
mendeg to all ages as a sound 
presentation of the true faith 
of Israel.

tian theology and eastern re- 
ligion to a powerful defense of 
the Zionist position against 
Gandhi's strictures. Portions are 
devoted to a_ justification of 
Buber’s “religious socialism.” 
Gothe, Bergson, Rosenzweig; 
drama, education, politics; proph- 
ecy, history, world peace:—these 
are some of the topics through 
which the writer, in some 
measure, gets down to earth, 
To quote: “This is the glorious 
paradox of our existence that 
all comprehensibility of the 
world is only a footstool of its 
incomprehensibility.” And there 
are many nuggets of wisdom, 
such as the remarks (p.217) on 
party members of “scrupulous in- 
tegrity” in their private lives 
who with untroubled conscience 
will commit any crime when so 
ordered by party expediency .

In editing Buber’s essays of 
almost a half century period, 
Prof. Friedman has attempted to 
show the famed “philosopher of 
dialogue” as one concerned with 
mundane matters as well as the- 
ological concepts “elevated above 
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life.” Over 35 years experience 


Buber’s “I and Thou” notions 
are his method of creating a 
closer rapport between man and 
man, as well as man and God. 

The writings here include range 
from mild glorification of Chris- 
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search, and objectivity. He is re- 
markably unimpressed by the 
Grahams and the Peales. But 
he is aware that no study of so- 
clelogy can ignore the power of 
religion in any society. 


His “general principles” include 
the relationships with morals, 
science, personality, economics, 
and politics, The book points out 
that a religion is never private; 
it is shared, Judaism is shown 
as having first rendered prac- 
tically identical the religious and 
the meral life—thoughethe au- 
thor believe Christianity “has 
often been concerned with a 
broader range of human needs.” 


Further animadversions: “A 
Scientifie theory of the origin of 
religion is impossible’; “It is 
paradoxica] that Marxism, despite 
the vigor of its attack on re- 
ligion, can readily itself be in- 
terpreted as a religious move- 
ment”; “Religion may help to 
produce the socialized individ- 
uals who accept. the dominate 
values.” 


The chapter on church and 
state is most stimulating. There 
are some good paragraphs on 
early Judaism and on its cur- 
rent “Americanization.” And an 
excellent case is made out for 
“the scientific study of religion.” 

An outstanding work in its 
field. 
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FREEDOM OF THE PULPIT 


FROM TIME TO TIME some rabbi will be ousted 
from his pulpit because he dared to speak up on a con- 
troversial issue. 

The rabbi who is thus astigmatized is threatened with 
a ruined career, for the charge against him is never that 
he defended the freedom of the pulpit, but always that 
he was tactless in his handling of a delicate issue. No 
congregation today wants such a “tactless’” rabbi. 

Worse than the few blighted careers of some of our 
most courageous rabbis is the effect on other rabbis who 
also may be sitting on similar powder kegs. Even if they 
are the strongest characters, the picture of one of their 
colleagues being expelled from his pulpit is not designed 
to move them to express their heart-felt convictions openly. 

This obviously is not a wholesome situation for the 
rabb‘nate. 


THE NEED IS FOR a committee of important rabbis 
to be available in situations like this. 

The committee should be composed of our most promi- 
nent rabbis and should represent all wings of Judaism. 
In fact, the various rabbinical bodies might each appoint 
members to this committee. 

This kind of step would apprise the laymen that free 
speech in the pulpit must never be tampered with. 

The alternative is the gradual disappearance of the 
rabbinate as we know it, and the decline of the rabbi to a 
religious functionary on the crder of the cantor. 

There are valid grounds on which any rabbi may be 
rightfully dismissed. But among these should not “lack 
of tact,” which most often is but a euphemism for sup- 
pression of the freedom of the pulpit. 


WE'VE STOPPED RUNNING 


JUST HOW VALID is the complaint of Philip E. 
Hoffman that Jewish welfare funds in the United States 
are slighting the needs of the two major Jewish civic- 
defense agencies (NJP, Nov. 1)? 

Mr. Hoffman is chairman of the national council of the 
Joint Defense Appeal which is the fund-raising arm of the 
American Jewish Committee and the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith. 

From 1948 to 1954 JDA income outside of New York 
and Chicago decreased by 23 per cent, Hoffman said. The 
news account does not state whether the total annual funds 
received by the JDA also decreased. We’re under the im- 
pression that if the JDA income for that period has not in- 
creased, at least it has not decreased to any extent. 

What Mr. Hoffman is saying is that the United States 
Jewish communities no longer give priority and therefore 
top contributions to civic defense work, even though the 
JDA raises in the neighborhood of $5 million annually. 
This sum is more than is raised by all our rabbinical semi- 
naries combined, which shows that the work in defense 
of the position of the Jew still has a strong hold on Ameri- 
can Jews. 


AS THE JEWISH COMMUNITY has matured, it has 
refused to run, as it formerly did, at the mere mention of 
the word “Jew” in public. The name Pelley or Kasper 
may make a Jew wince because it reminds him that the 
horizon is far from being free of this type of man. But 
this is as far as it goes. 

The Jew has arrived at a two-fold decision. Even 
though the anti-Semite is dangerous, he does not intend 
to let his whole Jewish activity be determined by him. 
The corollary to this view is that there are many other 
and constructive areas of Jewish life and these in the last 
analysis are what are important. 

Once this decision was made, civic defense work be- 
came just another phase of Jewish actiyity—it was not 
the predominant activity that it was 15 and 20 years ago. 

This doesn’t mean that the JDA agencies have not 
played an important role and still do not have an im- 
portant role to play. It does mean, however, that the 
Jewish community has matured in its outlook and this is 
reflected in the emphasis in Jewish giving on creative as- 
pects of Jewish life. 
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MIAMI BEACH means lItxury hotels, 
basking in the sun, food-laden tables and 
maybe night clubs to you. 

But if you look beneath the surface, you 
might find a teeming Jewish life. And you 
might even wonder why. 

Activity, if it is positive, must be as- 
sociated with leadership. If this is true, then 
the Grtater Miami Jewish community is 
blessed. You just can’t have a community 
with a man like Stanley Myers in it, and 
some of our leading rabbis, and not have 
creativeness and achievement. 

To organized Jewish life, Miami is a 
place to which you go to raise money. Al- 
most every national Jewish organization con- 
verges on this city during winter season and 
all seem to get their share of funds. 


BUT DOES THIS make a community? 
Of course not. 

When we first began going to Miami 
Beach some 15 years ago, the excuse for the 
community’s shortcomings was that the peo- 
ple were too new to have roots. 

Yet a new community is not entirely at 
a disadvantage. It means there is no hide- 
bound hierarchy jealous of its control. It 
means that new faces and new ideas are 
welcome. 

Our first Friday night we attended serv- 
ices at Beth Sholom where one of our fav- 
orite rabbis holds forth—Leon Kronish. He 
took an abandoned laundry building and in 
less than 10 years, without the least sham or 
artificiality which is so easily associated with 
Miami Beach, built a congregation of 800 
members and a showplace sanctuary which 
is to be dedicated later this month. 


SATURDAY MORNING, we were in our 
seat promptly at a few minutes past 9:00 
for a full three-hour service at Rabbi Irving 
Lehrman’s Temple Emanu-El. It was one of 
the most enjoyable services we've ever at- 
tended. It reminded us of the time years ago 
in New York when we walked into Rabbi 
Bernard Bamberger’s service one Saturday 
morning 

It was an emotional experience for us. 
We understood then what we marvelled at 
before—the phenomenon of 1,600 people 
crowded into Rabbi Lehrman’s service during 
the winter season with as many thronged out- 
side participating via loud speakers. 

Saturday night, we were back at Beth 


Sholom to hear Max Lerner, who, although 
he had just returned from Israel, told us 
practically nothing about the new develop- 
ments or what he experienced, while describ- 
ing the Sinai campaign and its effects. It 
took us a few days to recover from our dis- 
appointment over one of our heroes deliver- 
ing a stereotyped fund-raising talk, 


THEN SUNDAY NIGHT our colleague 
Fred Shochet (The Jewish Floridian) took us 
*to the annual meeting—the eighth we believe 
—of the Greater Miami Jewish Community 
Center. There we met another Miami great— 
Mrs. Milton Sirkin, who was just stepping 
down after three years at the helm of the or- 
ganization. She very likely is the only woman 
Jewish Community Center president in the 
United States. 

The fcllowing Friday night, we were at 
Rabbi Joseph’s Narot’s temple, where Libbie 
Braverman, the talented Jewish educator, 
spoke at services. Libbie is an old friend, and 
she told the congregation bluntly that there 
wasn’t much use of Jewish instruction if the 
home denied the precepts that were taught 
in the school. 

Rabbi Narot’s Temple Israel is a lovely 
example of how an old sanctuary can be made 
beautiful again by tasteful refurbishing. The 
congregation, the largest in the Miami area, 
must have recently dedicated the Wolfson 
Hall which is used for social affairs, and 
which, together with its shining school rooms, 
provides for all the needs of a modern con- 
gregation. 

Miami is no exception to the problems 
which Jewish life faces elsewhere. But it is 
making rapid strides, and, because it in- 
‘herits, just as does Los Angeles, leadership 
from other parts of the United States, has 
as bright a future as any United States Jew- 
ish community. 


IF JEWISH LIFE in other communities 
is hectic because one is torn by so much ac- 
tivity, imagine what it is like in Miami Beach 
when hardly a day goes by but some significant 
community occasion is not being staged. 

Take a mixture of good rabbinic leader- 
ship, devoted lay people, a fine Anglo-Jewish 
publication and a certain spirit that manifests 
itself in Miami, and you can’t avoid develop- 


ing one of the maior Jewish communities in . 


the United States, given another 10, 15 to 25 
years.

We go like sleep-walkers from 
the theatre or the television room to the re- 
frigerator or the medicine chest and carry 
out the hypnotic suggestion of the hidden 
salesman. 

WHAT PORTENTS there are, Horatio, 
on the dim horizon when Mesmer and Freud 
are harnessed to the instruments of mass 
communication! . 

Mob action need no longer wait upon 
the passions of war or the fears of hunger. 
Sales quotas of our leading commercial 
houses will determine the lines laid into the 
inner recesses of the minds of men. Profit 
hungry manipulators will determine the deto-

Ousted Rabbi 


Deserves ‘Better Treatment’ 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION’: 

YOUR HEADLINE article of 
Nov. 1, which proclaims that a 
Reform rabbi lost his post after 
an “anti-bias talk,” is unfair to 
a capable young rabbi, and to a 
congregation which deserves bet- 
ter treatment in your columns. 
It also does disservice to the 
cause of liberalism in the South. 
Your own editorial, in the same 
issue, refers to the sometimes 
difficult position of Southern 
Jews, 

When a congregation has main- 
tained a free pulpit and suported 
its rabbi’s right to express the 
most liberal views from the pul- 
pit and elsewhere, it does~ not 
deserve stigmatization at the 
hands of careless reporters. For 
five years, prior to my assump- 
tion of this pulpit last December, 
it was my privilege to serve Con- 
gregation Gemiluth Chassodim. 
Not once but frequently segre- 
gation was condemned, White 
Citizens councils and their ilk 
denounced, and the clear obliga- 
tion of Jews defied. There were 
some who disagreed with me, 
but none who suggested inter- 
ference with my freedom. 


THIS CONGREGATION and 
other Southern congregations 
need vigorous and dedicated lead- 
ership. When a newspaper sug- 
gests that rabbis laboring in this 
difficult area have no opportunity 
to function in a proper manner, 
such men are deterred from ac- 
cepting the challenge of service 
in this crucial region. The liberal 
Message is being voiced in the 
South, and capable men are 
guiding their congregations 
through treacherous straits with- 
out yielding an ounce of faith- 
fulness to their principles. The 
task is difficult, but it can be ac- 
complished, To deter men from 
trying ig to delay. the achieve- 





ment of necessary progress. 
Surely, you could not want to 
do that. 

“Jewishness” can be measured 
by different standards. This con- 
gregation is neither better nor 
worse than many others. Let me 
note that its members close their 
stores on Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur, and the reputation 
of this community for being 
warmly and positively Jewish 
extends throughout the South. 
This small community sent me 
to Israel and North Africa in 
1954, and heard many pro-Israel, 
pro-United Jewish Appeal talks 
throughout my tenure of Office. 

In rabbi-congregation relations 
many factors are involved. Not 
every association proves com- 
patible, The problems are legion. 
Please, let’s not make every 
case a cause celebre. Rabbis and 
congregations alike are hurt in 
the process.

IN YOUR EDITORIAL of 
Nov. 1, you comment on the 
statement Dr. Miriam Freund, 
president of Hadassah, made to 
her organization’s convention. 
You interject the gratuitious 
and erronious observation that 
“even the American Council for 
Judaism would not take excep- 
tion to this formulation.” 

For the information of your 
readers, the Council does take 
exception to Dr. Freund's -state- 
ment, For your information, it 
takes even greater exception to 
your comments. 

Lots of Jews with lots of 
common sense will argue against 
Dr. Freund’s left-handed rejec- 
tion of “in-gathering of the ex- 
iles into the land of Israel” so 
long as that remains a cardinal 
principal of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America, with which 
Hadassah, as the Women’s Zion- 
ist Organization of America, is 
closely affiliated. 


WHAT IS MORE, there is a 
fundamental difference between 
the Zionist American by nation- 
ality and the view of the Coun- 
cil that we are American by na- 





tionality and Jews by religion. 
That difference transcends _in- 
tellectual quibbles between a 
description of Israel as “the” 
fountainhead of Jewish religion 
and culture, or “a” fountainhead. 
In the view of the American 
Council for Judaism, Israel is 
neither. 

Are we to conclude from your 
editorial that Hadassah is so 
weak and the Council so strong 
that you seek to bolster the 
former by giving it the approval 
of the latter? Or are you try- 
ing to cloud rather than clarify 
the issues? 

You say that Hadassah’s re- 
jection of one of the basic planks 
in the Zionist program is shared 
by every American Zionist lead- 
er who refuses to be “in-gath- 
ered.” Why, then, does not Ha- 
dassah and the ZOA remove from 
their stated principles a _ pro- 
gram ir which they do believe 
and do not implement? Ob- 
viously, they understand, even 
if you do not, that to do so would 
be to de-Zionize Zionism.

Prisoners 


Out of 2,000 


By STAN LEVINE 


ATTICA, N. Y. (NJP)—Jewish 
prisoners average only about 30 
out of 2,000, according to Rabbi 
Harris J. Brevis, visiting chap- 
lain at the Attica prison, here. 

The rabbi, who’s bzew blind 
for 30 years, said that convicts 
rarely seek spiritual guidance 
openly, Usually they approach 
the matter obliquely, under the 
pretext of some complaint about 
prison fare or discipline. 


RABBI BREVIS was a lawyer 
in Detroit when, at 25, a combin- 
ation of sickness and overstrain 
caused loss of his sight. After- 
ward he went into the ministry 
and was ordained in 1929. 

Once every week, the rabbi 
enters New York State’s max- 
imum security prison for an ex- 
ercise in what he terms “creative 
listening.” That’s how the short- 
white-thatched rabbi describes a 
crucial part of his technique in 
attempting the moral regenera- 
tion of hardened convicts. 


IT’S UPHILL work. Virtually 
all prisoners, the clergyman 
says, deem themselves innocent. 
But about 20 per cent of the in- 
mates who seek his help respond 
and make some progress. 

“This does not mean they : 
become ‘good’ or ‘get religion,’ 
only that they establish a more 
realistic view of themselves, in 
relation to society,” he explained. 


AND HE ADDED: “The coun- 
se'or is like a mirror to re- 
fiect the prisoner’s own thinking 
back to him. If this technique is 
unsuccessful, the chaplain must 
return to his origina] role, With 
all the power of faith, he must 
appeal to reason, to conscience 
and to the spiritual taproots of 
the individual.” 

Non-Jews come to him as well. 

One man sentenced for murder 
recently approached the rabbi 
with a complaint about curtail- 
ment of his mail. Then he 
launched into the story of his 
crime, insisting. he had nothing 
to be sorry for. 


“] STIFLED my desire to 
quote the Bible to him,” Rabbi 
Brevis said. “I did not talk about 
murder. When he had finished, 
I just asked him if he didn’t 
think there could have been an- 
other way out. 

“He was startled and left 
without answering. But two 
weeks later he came back and 
said, ‘Rabbi, there should have 
been another way out.’ I felt, 
for the first time, I had made 
some progress in helping him.” 


SOMETIMES former prisoners 
whom he has counseled visit 
him at his home in Buffalo. “One 
brought his fiance recently,” he 
said. “He thought it would make 
her feel better about his past 
ang it did.” 

“I come back to Buffalo ex- 
hausted,” he says. “It’s probably 
the prison situation. A place full 
of men all of whom are trag- 
edies. And young people who 
could be constructive outside.”

in Israel. Hampton reveals that 
when the R&R craze first swept 
Israel, shocking and outraging 
many educators, Ben-Gurion 
asked Hampton, then playing in 
this country to explain rock-and- 
roil to him. Rhythm is the un- 
dultting one-two, one-two beat, 
Hampton explained, and blues 
is what you Jews sing on Yom 
| Kippur. 

Following this brief explana- 
tion, Hampton played some blues 
and rock-and-roll records for
